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McConnell says not 
his job to bring jobs 

U . S. Senator Mitch McConnell said Friday that it is 
not his responsibility to bring jobs to Kentucky. 

Appearing in Beattyville, McConnell was asked by 
The Beattyville Enterprise what he was going to do to 
bring jobs to Lee County. 

“Economic development is a Frankfort issue,” Mc¬ 
Connell said. “That is not my job. It is the primary 
responsibility of the state Commerce Cabinet.” 

Asked about public works projects McConnell said he 
is interested in bringing public works to the state. “Most 
comes from the state, though,” he said. 

He did say that he is responsible for protecting jobs 
by “pushing back” against the Obama Administration’s 
restrictions on the coal industry. 

“Oil and gas are big here,” he said of Lee County. 
“They (the Obama Administration) are making it hard 
on them too,” he said

Bookkeeper blamed 
for liens on Owsley 
child support agency 

Federal liens on the Owsley County Division of Child 
Support were caused by a bookkeeper who did not file 
proper documents, according to Owsley County Attorney 
Henley McIntosh. 

In a telephone interview Monday, McIntosh said the 
bookkeeper, who was hired on a contract basis, is no 
longer employed by his office. 

He said that the taxes in question had been paid, but 
the bookkeeper had simply not kept up with the paper 
work. 

At question are at least three liens by the Internal 
Revenue Service against the office, which falls under 
McIntosh. 

One lien concerned $58,629 of primarily payroll taxes 
that showed as not being paid earlier this decade. The 
IRS released the lien on September 20, 2013. 

Another lien for payroll taxes was for payroll periods 
ending during 2011. That total was $6,057. It was release 
on February 21 of this year. 

A lien for $3,234 for payroll taxes also concerned a 
payroll period during 2011. According to documents in 
the Owsley County Clerk’s office it has not been released. 
However, McIntosh said it had been, but for some reason 
that had not been recorded. 

McIntosh said the taxes were being paid because they 
were automatically taken from employees pay. For some 
reason, he said, the contract bookkeeper did not file the 
proper documents.

The Lee County Courthouse has had two roof leaks in 
the past three years that collectively have cost $39,340 
to repair. 

County Judge/Executive Steve Mays declared an 
emergency April 2 because of a leak. He contracted 
with Dunaway Roofing & Siding to repair the roof at a 
cost of $19,665. 

The Beattyville Enterprise asked in an open records re¬ 
quest for an itemized bill for the job, but only received an 
invoice that read, “Repair and/or replace portions of roof

Murder 

investigation 

continues 

I^entucky State Police are continuing their investigation 
into the April 10 murder of Beattyville businesswoman 
Martha Hollar, according to Post 7 Spokesperson Trooper 
Robert Purdy. 

Purday said Tuesday that investigators do not want to 
release any information they have collected at this time. 
However, he did say that they have talked with several 
people. 

The Enterprise received an unconfirmed report this 
week of the cause of Hollar’s death, but Purdy would not 
comment on the validity of that report. 

Hollar’s body was found in the burned-out hulk of her 
Main Street mobile home that Friday night. 

Anyone with information related to the case is asked to 
call state police in Richmond at (859) 623-2404. 

The Enterprise made an error in reporting in last week’s 
article concerning the case. Hollar’s friend, Erlene Johnson 
did not see a vehicle that Hollar saw the night of the murder. 
She told the newspaper that Hollar had seen the vehicle with 
two people in it, and she wrote down the license number. 
She suspected one or both of the individuals in the March 
burglary of her house. 

She told Johnson she had seen the vehicle, and was go¬ 
ing to call state police with the license number that night. 
However, she later said she would call police the next 
morning. She did not live to make that call. 

Seven 

indicted 

The Lee County Grand Jury last Thursday released 
indictments against seven people. 

Amanda S. Taylor, 31 of the Left Fork of Bear Track 
Road, has been charged with two alleged violations of law 
concerning assistance programs. 

The indictment says that between February 2012 and 
November 2012 Taylor committed the offence of “making 
false statement to prevent a reduction of benefit over $ 100 
by failing to report the earned income of her spouse while 
knowingly receiving benefits through the Supplemental 
Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP) resulting in an 
overpayment of $5,260.” 

The indictment further charges that between March 
2012 and November 2012 Taylor made “false statement 
to prevent reduction of benefit over $100 by failing to 
report the earned income of her spouse while knowingly 
receiving benefits through Medicaid resulting in an over¬ 
payment of $8,140.” 

Trint Combs, investigator for the office of the Inspector 
General was the witness before the grand jury. 

Brack T. Newman, 22 of Lee County, is charged with 
receiving stolen property under $10,000. 

Newman is alleged between December 20, 2013 and 
January 3, 2014 to have had in his possession 20 gauge 
duplex shooting wire, batteries, battery charger, 9,000 
pound winch, CB radio, new electric impact wrench and 
a deep cycle marine battery valued at over $3,600, and 
being the property of Mike Patrick. 

Newman is also charged with being a second-degree 
persistent felony offender. 

Lee County Sheriff Wendell Childers was the witness 
before the grand jury.

No clapping 
for the Clapps 

he Clapps are not clapping about their recent appear¬ 
ances in Lee Circuit Court. 

Two months ago Tonilynn Clapp (1976) was sent to 
jail because she failed a drug test in court. She was posi¬ 
tive for marijuana. 

She swore at the time that she had not used the drug 
since her release on bond, but that she had been a heavy 
user prior to that. She was in court for allegedly cultivat¬ 
ing five or more marijuana plants. 

Judge Tom Jones sent her to the Three Forks Regional 
Jail where she sat for two weeks. 

The Monday after that court appearance she was given 
another test, and following the two weeks, the results 
came back negative. 

Jones immediately ordered her release. 

When he found out what happened, Jones was not 
pleased, and last month he publicly questioned the valid¬ 
ity of some of the drug tests. 

Last Thursday, Jones set the next appearance for Clapp, 
and told her all was fine. 

Then he said that things were not so good for her 
husband, Adam Clapp, who faces the same charge. 

Jones said that Clapp had not appeared for an April 2 
drug test with his Probation and Parole officer. 

“Yeah, my car was broken,” Clapp said. “I couldn’t 
make it.” 

He said the officer called him two days after the 
missed test, and told him he was going to have to report 
it to Judge Jones. 

The judge asked Clapp why he hadn’t called to tell 
of his problem, and Clapp said he does not have long 
distance service. 

“I live way out in the country,” he said. 

Jones said, “There are phones everywhere.” 

“I guess I never knew who to talk to,” Clapp said. 

Jones said that if everyone could miss drug tests for 
the reason Clapp gave then there would be complete 
confusion. 

“I don’t have anyone around me to take me,” Clapp 
responded. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s Attorney Kristen Clouse, 
said, “It might very well be true, but all must take the 
test.” 

“I understand the severity of this,” Clapp said. “I’ll 
make sure it won’t happen again.” 

“I have no choice but to remand you,” Jones said. “If 
I didn’t, I would never hear the end of it.” 

“You just going to throw me in jail then,” Clapp 
questioned. 

“I’m not going to throw you in jail, but I’m sending 
you to jail,” said Jones. 

“I’ve got to do 30 days?” Clapp asked 

“You took no effort to get in touch with them,” replied 
Jones. 

“If you don’t throw me in jail, I’ll make sure it won’t 
happen again,” said Clapp. 

He then described his car trouble saying he was work¬ 
ing on the sway bar link, and the car was jacked up. He 
said he had to use baling wire to make repairs. 

Jones then said, “Instead of running to a neighbor 
or walking to town you just wait for two days for them 
(Probation and Parole) to call you. 

“I can’t do anything for you. Everybody who follows 
after you could say the same thing. If you would have 
called, that would at least have helped.” 

Also Thursday, Keneva Fultz (1982) was sentenced to 
five years for one county of burglary and one count of 
theft by unlawful taking after asking for probation and 
a delay in her sentencing. 

Her attorney, Bruce Francisky, said that the pre¬ 
sentencing report included no mention of her medical 
issues. 

He asked the judge to delay sentencing for 60 days so 
the issues might be addressed. 

Fultz said she has a pinched nerve in her back from 
a car wreck, a dental appointment to cut out three teeth 
and an appointment with Kentucky River Community 
Care for anxiety and depression. 

Clouse objected, saying that Fultz needed to accept 
responsibility for her actions, and that sentencing had 
been delayed one time before. 

Fultz said that delay had been caused by her mother’s 
health problems. 

Jones then said, “We’ve had babies bom at Pee Wee 
Valley (state prison for women); there have been tumors 
taken out.” 

He said delaying sentencing, “would open a flood-gate 
if I did what you ask. I can’t let that guide me.” 

As for delaying because of anxiety and depression, 
Jones said, “I could never sentence you.” 

“I’ve sentenced people in wheel chairs on oxygen,” 
he said. 

Francisky then asked for probation. 

Fultz then said something to Francisky who said to

What are the require¬ 
ments to be a Work Ready 
Community? They in¬ 
clude criteria for high school 
graduation rates, National 
Career Readiness Certifi¬ 
cate holders, educational 
attainment rates, soft skills 
and available broadband 
Internet access. There 
is also a requirement to 
organize a community 
planning group. The Lee 
County School District has 
formed such a group and 
is currently designated as 
a ‘Work Ready Community 
in Progress”. 

This group is always 
seeking community input 
to develop local strategies 
and identify resources to 
assist community and edu¬ 
cation leaders in the imple¬ 
mentation of programs to: 


improve graduation rates, 
create accessibility and 
support for adult education, 
promote a lifelong learn¬ 
ing environment to create 
a flexible work force with 
the education and ability to 
obtain credentials needed 
by employers, address work 
ethic/soft skills develop¬ 
ment, create broadband ac¬ 
cess for at least 90 percent 
of the county and imple¬ 
ment strategies to enhance 
computer literacy. 

To learn more about the 
program and participate in 
Lee County’s move from a 
“Work Ready Community 
in Progress” to becoming 
a “Kentucky Work Ready 
Community”, contact the 
Lee County School District 
Office. The future is racing 
toward us at light speed. 

If we take advantage 
of the program and mold 
it to meet our community 
needs, we can be ready 
for the change.

2013 highway fatality count 
drops to 64-year low 

Fatalities decline to lowest fatality total since 1949 


The Mystery of Cars

Kentucky highway fa¬ 
talities dropped to a 64-year 
low in 2013; a 14 percent 
reduction in deaths over 
2012. 

The Kentucky Office of 
Highway Safety (KOHS) to¬ 
day released final statistics 
for 2013. There were 638 
fatalities last year, a dra¬ 
matic improvement from 
746 fatalities in 2012. 

“The good news is that 
108 fewer lives were lost,” 
said Gov. Steve Beshear. 
“The bad news is that 638 
people lost loved ones on 
Kentucky roadways - a 
number that is unaccept¬ 
able, as one fatality is too 
many.” 

Gov. Beshear’s Executive 
Committee on Highway 
Safety has a strategic high¬ 
way safety plan titled “To¬ 
ward Zero Deaths,” which 
focuses on four critical ele¬ 
ments: engineering, edu¬ 
cation, enforcement and 


emergency response. 

Transportation Secre¬ 
tary Mike Hancock, the 
governor’s designated high¬ 
way safety representative 
and chair of the commit¬ 
tee, said the data-driven, 
comprehensive plan in¬ 
cludes collaboration from 
stakeholders at every level 
— federal, state, local and 
private — to identify safety 
needs and guide investment 
decisions. 

“If our effort results in 
just one life being saved, 
it will have been worth it,” 
said Secretary Hancock. 
“However, as our plan indi¬ 
cates, we will not rest until 
the number is zero.” 

Of the 638 fatalities last 
year, 483 were in motor ve¬ 
hicles. Of those killed, 245 
were not buckled up and 
138 of fatalities involved 
drugs or alcohol. Motor¬ 
cyclists accounted for 79 
fatalities, with 53 not wear¬ 


ing helmets. 

“While the fatality de¬ 
crease is an improvement, 
the numbers indicate many 
motorists still do not real¬ 
ize the responsibility that 
comes with a license,” said 
KOHS Director Bill Bell. 
“We hope by combining 
our educational efforts with 
state and local law enforce¬ 
ment and other safety part¬ 
ners, we will continue to 
raise public awareness of 
laws and safe driving prac¬ 
tices.” 

The KOHS offers various 
highway safety educational 
programs to the public, 
distributes federal highway 
safety grants to state and lo¬ 
cal highway safety agencies, 
and promotes the national 
“Click It or Ticket” seat belt 
campaign, “Drive Sober or 
Get Pulled Over” impaired 
driving campaign and the 
new “U Text. U Drive. U 
Pay” texting while driving 
campaign. 

“We’re heading in the 
right direction, but we need 
the public’s help,” said Bell. 
“Everyone must take re¬ 
sponsibility and follow all 
traffic laws, such as wear¬ 
ing a seat belt, driving so¬ 
ber, not texting while driv¬ 
ing and obeying the speed 
limit.”

the judge that his client 
wanted to withdraw her 
guilty plea. 

Jones said, “I thought 
she was accepting her re¬ 
sponsibility.” 

“She understood what 
she was doing when she 
took her plea,” Clouse 
said. 

Following other discus¬ 
sion, Jones said that when 
she entered her plea he had 
asked Fultz if anyone had 
threatened her or coerced 
her into doing so, and she 
said no. 

Crying, Fultz said, “I 
don’t feel I should go to jail 
for something I didn’t do.” 

Clouse then said, “I 
don’t think anything has 
changed except she came 
in here today thinking she 
would have more time be¬ 
fore going to jail.” 

Jones then said of the 
representation she had 
been provided, “There is no 
more zealous attorney than 
Mr. Francisky.” 

Fultz said she just 

needed 30 more days and, 

“I will gladly turn myself

in. 

Clouse pointed out that 
Fultz’ co-defendant is the 


son of the victims, and he 
accepted his five years. 

She added that the two 
“are equally culpable.” 

Francisky asked that his 
client have a few moments 
to read a document about 
her case before she was 
taken to jail. 

Jones said that would 
be permissible. 

Fultz used part of the 
time texting instead of read¬ 
ing the document, but was 
finally taken away. 

Also Thursday, William 
Abner (1973) pled guilty 
to first-degree trafficking 
in a controlled substance 
and convicted felon in pos¬ 
session of a handgun.

Jackson Energy offers opinion

Our nation’s electric 
system’s reliability and 
environmental regulations 
may seem like two unrelated 
topics, but this winter, 
they became inextricably 
tied together when the 
polar vortex moved south. 
Record cold temperatures 
set in across much of the 
nation, and power plants 
were churning out kilowatts 
as fast as the turbines could 
generate them. 

Power generation 
companies across the 
country set new peak 
records as demand for 
heating tested the reliability 
of the nation’s electric grid. 
Even with record cold, the 
nation’s power plants met 
the demand. 

But that might not be the 
case after 2015. 

East Kentucky Power 
in Winchester recently 
announced the closure of 
its oldest operating power 
plant, Dale Station. The 
plant will go offline in April 
2015 as new environmental 
regulations take effect. This 
round of regulations will 
require operating plants 
to meet stricter mercury 
emissions standards. 

Upgrades to meet those 
standards would cost 
millions of dollars. Power 
companies across the 
country are choosing to 
close older plants rather 
than spend millions and 
raise electric rates. 

Which brings us back to 
last winter’s polar vortex... 
While the country shivered 
in the grips of the polar 
vortex, 89% of the coal fired 
plants that are set to be idled 
under the new regulations 


were cranked up and 
producing electricity, noted 
Alaska Republican Sen. Lisa 
Murkowski during a Senate 
hearing on the subject. 

If you take those power 
plants out of the generation 
mix, it’s questionable 
whether or not the 
remaining plants could 
meet the demand of a nation 
in the grips of a future polar 
vortex. 

New mercury regulations 
are already set to take effect 
in 2015. They cannot be 
changed, and coal-fired 
plants across the country will 
close. The EPA, however, 
is considering new carbon 
regulations that would force 
power companies to invest 
millions in new equipment. 
States that rely heavily on 
coal to produce electricity, 
like Kentucky, will be hit the 
hardest. Those costs will be 
passed on to homeowners 
and business owners like 
you, raising future electric 
bills. 

Officials with East Kentucky 
Power Cooperative, 

which supplies electricity 
to Jackson Energy and 
other Kentucky electric 
cooperatives, estimate 
that proposed carbon 
regulations could add as 
much as $44 per month to 
electric bills in Kentucky. 

The EPA is currently 
taking comments on the 
viability of imposing new 
regulations, and now is the 
time to let them know if you 
oppose new standards that 
will result in costly upgrades 
for coal-fired plant. Electric 
cooperatives across the 
country are asking the EPA 
to allow coal to remain a 
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viable fuel supply for our 
nation’s power plants and 
to not raise electric bills. 

It’s important for you to 
contact the EPA and voice 
your opinion about these 
regulations. The deadline 
for comments is May 9. Tell 


the EPA that America needs 
a common sense solution 
for power generation. Visit 
www. action, coop to voice 
your opinion while there’s 
still time to preserve one of 
our nation’s most reliable 
sources of electricity - 
coal.

MORE DIABETICS NEED VISUAL SCREENING 


Individuals with diabetes 
should know that they need 
to be regularly screened for 
complications that can lead to 
vision impairment or blindness. 
The American Diabetes 
Association and the American 
Academy of Ophthalmology 
both recommend an eye 
examination with pupil dilation 
at least once a year to identify 
diabetic macular edema (DME) 
and diabetic retinopathy, even if 
they have not experienced visual 
loss. However, a recent study 
indicates that only 44.7% of U .S. 
adults 40 years old or older with 
diabetic macular edema reported 
being told by a physician that 
diabetes had affected their eyes 
or that they had retinopathy. 
Both DME (retinal swelling) 
and diabetic retinopathy (retinal 
damage linked to diabetes) 
respond to treatment, especially 
if detected early. 

If you have diabetes 
your blood glucose, or blood 
sugar, levels are too high.
